er, who spends one day in every three 
solely in the study of how to get the 
maximum of merchandise product and, 
at the same time the maximum of new 
growth, In this way, the same patch 
of ground is revisited for cutting once 
every ten years, 

The felling of the trees’ has to be 
very skilfully done, s0 that the fall- 
ling giants will do as little damage as 
possible to the young trees beneath, 
but a skiful logger can throw a trunk 
almost exactly where he wants it, and 
| the logs are all cut so as to make them 
easy to move. Even in the hauling 
of the logs from forest to road expert 
crews can accomplish the object with- 
out leaving a trail of devastation be- 
hind,

Helping The | 
Dairy Industry 


Problem of Feed Largely Solved by 
Sunflower Ensilage 

That the prairie provinces of Can- 
ada have, probably, solved thelr main 
dairying proolem, ts the opinion of the 
Frankfort, Indiana, News. Their dif- 
ficulty, due to the comparatively short 
summer season and the length and 
severity of the winter, has hitherto 
been the producifon of enough food, of 
the class called roughage, to carry 
their dairy herds through the winter. 
Late frosts in the spring, and early 
frosts in the fall, generally catch corn 
both going and coming. In the search 
for substitutes better suited for clima- 
tic conditions, experiments with sun- 
flowers appear to have brought better 
results, 

After observations in various locall- 
ties in the far northwest, the Dominion 
cepartment of agriculture feels itself 
justified in assuring farmers that from 
twenty to twenty-five tons of sun- 
flower ensilage can be grown on a 
single acre of ground, and also that 
this is sufMciently rich in protein to 
make a first-class feed. The seed is 
drilled in rows close together so that) 
the stalks grow tall and slender and 
are thus tender and succulent when 
cut for ensilage, Much of it, too, car- 
ries seed in the flowers that add to 
the food value. 

Alberta is now endeavoring to bulid 
up its dairy industry under the stimu- 
tus of the sunflower experiments. 
Doubt is expressed, however, over the 
long season when feeding is required, 
as this may render dairying unprofit- 
able except for conyenlent domestic 
markets or home consumption.

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Enormous Pressure Estimated In 
Great Depths of Ocean 

The sea is deeper than we thought, 
and the valleys in its bed are a far 
greater distance down than the high- 
est mountains are up. 

It is a curlous coincidence that 
when Everest, the world’s tallest peak, 
has been all but conquered, and more 
careful measurements of its- height 
have shown no increase over former 
estimates, that a new sounding of the 
sea has shown a depth a fifth of a mile 
greater than was previously known, 

The pressure at these great depths 
is enormous. As we walk about on 
the earth the pressure of the atmos- 
phere as it weighs on us its equal to 
fifteen pounds on every square inch; 
but in the great depth of the Pacific 
Ocean, off Japan, the pressure is about 
14,725 pounds, or nearly seven tons on 


| every square inch of space.

Scientists Also Say Next Three Years 
WIIIl See Little Summer 

Are 1926 and the two or three years 
immediately following it going to have

Northern Survey 


Map of Fond du Lac River Basin Has 
Been Published 

During the summer of 1924, a party 
of Dominion Government surveyors 
left the railroad at The Pas, Mant- 
toba, and emerged from the north- 
land at Waterways, Alberta. In- 
cidental to ‘heir survey vork they 
travelled a main canoe route of 700 
miles involving 46 portages and com- 
pleted their journey with a 880-mile 
trip by gas boat from Fond du Lac 
on Lake Athabasca to Waterways. 

As a result of their journey and sur- 
vey, the topographical survey depart- 
ment of the interior recently publish- 
ed a map of the Fond du Lac River 
basin, which may be secured from the 
department for a small fee. 

The survey of Wollaston Lake and 
Fond du Lac River has greatly ex- 
tended knowledge of the geography ot 
the country. An interesting feature 
of the district is that Wollaston Lake 
covering nearly 1,000 square miles and 
over 60 feet deep Hes on a summit 
and has two large outlets. Fond du 
Lac-River draining to Lake Athabasca 
and thence to the Arctic Ocean and 
Cochrane River draining to Reindeer 
Lake and through Nelndeer and 
Churchill Rivers to Hudson Bay. The 
surveyors report good fishing to be 
the trout in Wollaston Lake 
weighing up to forty-five pounds.

‘Canadians 
Should Be Proud 


Supplied Munitions When Urgently 
Needed Despite Great Obstacles 


A section of the first volume ef Can- 
ada's official History of the Great" 
War which has just been published 
deals with a subject which should 
bring pride to every Canadian. Not 
even the initlative and gallantry of 
our fighting men surpassed in vital 
importance the wonderful assistance 
which was rendered to the allied 
cause by the masterly way in which 
the Dominion responded to the urgent 
appeal by the Motherland to produce 
shells. 

In graphic language the official rec- 
ord tells how towards the end of Au- 
gust, 1914, a wire,came to Sir Sam 
Huglfes In Ottawa from Lord Kitchen- 
er asking if Canada could produce 
munitions, Immediate consultation 
with American experts elicited the 
disheartening opinion that “It Is ab- 
solutely impossible to procure or to 
manufacture shrapnel shells in Can- 
ada.” Sir Sam’s reply to these wise- 
acres was characteristic of the man, 
who whatever his faulta may have 
been, was undoubtedly one of the 
ablest and most courageous organizers 
produced by the great struggle. “I 
will show you that they can be made 
in Canada,” he said. He kept his 
word. Despite great obstacles within 
five weeks there were 84 manufactur- 
ers engaged in making shells in the 
Dominion and 18 more ready to equip. 
By Decembor, 1914, the shell commit- 
tee accepted and filled an order for 
11,000 rounds of shrapnel ammunition. 

In referring to this early effort 
Colonel David Carnegie, the historian, 
who as chief expert had no small 
share in the success of the country's 
j)8reat effort says, “the progress made 
by Canada in the manufacture of shells 
was a revelation to the British ofM- 
cials.” 

How the great adventure continued, 
how it was brought to a sudden halt 
by the exhausiton of the country’s 
supply of zinc because the American 
zinc market was controlled by the 
Germans and how that difficulty was 
overcome by extracting the product 
from our native rocks are fully out- 
lined. Later the pessimists and 
standpatters again said Canada 
couldn’t produce high explosive TNT. 
Her answer was the dispatch of over 
forty-one million pounds of that sub- 
stance to the allies before the war 
ended, 

Illgh tribute is paid to the imperial 
munitions board which succeeded the 
shell committed, to. Sir Joseph Flav- 
elle, its chairman, and {its notable rec- 
ord of management. So great was 
the effort that- by 1917 this country 
was sending across the seas one-third 
of the whole supply of the artillery 
munitions used by the Brillsh armies 
in the fleld.

The governor-gen- 
eral’s appeardnce was a complete sur- 
prise to the natives, but they were 
equal to the occasion, and after greet- 
ing him in their peculiar fashion, they 
entertained their visitors at a break- 
fast of fish and tea. Speeches of 
welcome were delivered, and his ex- 
cellency was presented with a number 
of native souvenirs.

| Washington Association Endeavors to 
Establish Honor System on Roads 
A nation-wide canvass of all inter- 
ests concerned with motoring safety 
for ideas as to the development of a 
code of motoring ethics, will be con- 


ducted by the American Automobile 
Association, Washington, preparatory 
to the appointment of a national com- 
mittee to draw up such a code. 

The purpose of such a code was 
described by the association as the 
“establishment of an honor system on 
the roads,” whereby the motorist him- 
self can test the “extent to which he 
measures up to the responsibility de- 
veloping on all users of the common 
highway.”
